4 EE I reader. the dreadful 
effects of breaking thoſe well re- 
| | gulated and eſtabliſhtd laws of our © 
| | 9 country, for when we once violate 
SSZ them we bid defiance to juſtice and 
lay ourſelves open to ſhame and puniſnment. 
Such was my unthinking unhappy caſe ; but 

I ſhall now deſcend to particulars, and re 
late things as they were tranſacted. 


213 WILLIA NH GREEN, the ſdn of Ed. 
ward and Elizabeth Greengi was born at Manſ- 
Vill, on the fourth day of 3 1748, and 
"at the age of ſeven: years came to London 
With iny tender parents, who took. their fir ſt 
reſidende in Lohg-lane,”' We e/?-Smhitlfield; ard 
during that eime Fe put mes ma 21; free- , 
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ſchool, (called Saint Magna's, London-bridge ) 


where I continued for feven years, and was 


then bound out an apprentice to a weaver, 


in Old Cock-lane, near Shoreditch, but giving 


way to idle company I was ſoon enticed to 


run away from my anaſter, and went to the 
foreſt of Sheerwood, and there committed that 
which was the cauſe of my bearing the fol- 
lowing puniſhment ; for ſoon after one of our 


gang was taken, and he immediately im- 


peached againſt us all, by which means we 
were taken before a juſtice, and committed 
to the county jail; but little did my father or 
mother know my unhappy condition, till F 
wrote to chem to come down to me. 


On March the 19th, 1762, was my fot 


to ſhare this misfortune. I received my ſen- 
tence for ſeven years with Antheny Atkinſon, 
mf 1 


We was brought from Nottinghamſhire on 
the ſeventh day of April, in the ſame year to 
Landon, and then carried on board the Sally 


-tranſport, lying at Iran-Gate, ngar the Tower : 
There were twenty-ſix of us unhappy felons, 


and 


ts) 
and a moſt wicked crew as ever went over, 
moſt of us did ſmoak, but all did ſwear. 


We ſailed on the firſt day of May, in the | 


fame year for Maryland, and weighed our 


anchor at fix o'clock that night; the wind 


being fair we ſoon loſt fight of land, and 


the next morning we were put under deck 


for fear of rebelling; we were afterwards 
let fix ata time upon deck which amazed us: 
Some of us were very ſick, not being uſed 
to the ſea; as for my part, I began to think 


what I had got to go through; this being the | 


fifth day of our failing, it was my turn to be 
on deck, I looked round and ſaw that I had 
brought myſelf to a ſcene. of miſery. 


At that time I thought of a fond mother 


and father's loving council, and it brought 


me to. repentance when 100 late; I often 
thought, but all in vain, for my ſpirits were 
very low and faint, God knows, and this 
being the fixth week of our paſſage, I never 
ſhould fee land any more: However, on 
the ſecond of June, we made the high land 
of Red/tone-fort, in Maryland, on the third 
we were all ordered to waſh ourfelves and 
comb our hair, and ſhave off our beards; 


A. wretched. crew as are was ſeen, 
Our cloths ragged, and our bodies lean. 
| - "The 
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The next day we were put all on ſhore in 


couples, chained together and drove in lots 


like oxen or ſheep, till we came to a town 


called Fike, where was a great number of 
men and women, young and old, came to 
ſee us; they ſearch us there as the dealers 
in horſes do thoſe animals in this country, 
by looking at our teeth, viewing our limbs, 
to ſec if they are ſound and fit for their la- 


bour, and if they approve of us after aſking 


dur trades and names, and what crinies we 


| have been guilty of to bring us to that ſhame, . 


the bargain is made. 

As for my own part I was very well dreſs- 
ed, they ſtripped me of all my cloaths and 
gave me louſy rags to put on my back; I 
cried aloud, and wept amain, but all to no 
purpoſe ; I had no fond mother to comfort 
me, no loving friends to pity me : Oh ! the 
ſcene of miſery I was in no. one could ex- 
preſs. | | V 

There came a man to nie and aſked my 
name and what trade I was, I told him, and 
likewiſe the crime for which I was brought 


there; when I had finiſhed my account he 


went to the captain and bought me imme- 
diately : With my new maſter I went, not 
knowing who he was, or where I was to'go 
with him, I ſoon after found that he was

my countryman, for he was born at —_— 
about twenty miles from u here I was. 1 
was here I parted with my friend and brother 
Anthony Atkinſon. n 

I nit here obſerve, that in thoſe countries 
the tranſports 'are obliged to work. fix days 
for their maſters, and on the ſeventh' day 
they muſt provide food for themſelves, for 
the following week to live upon: It is im- 


poſſible to relate the various fufferings we 6 


through, for if we run away and aretagain 
taken, for every hour's' abſence we) muſt 
ſerve twenty-four, for à day, a weck, for a 
week, a month, for a month, a year; and 
if we ſteal or commit murder, death is the 
immediate reward of ſuch actions 
As. I have given you an account of the 
cruel uſuage, I ſhall give you a ſhort diſ- 
cription of the climate of this country; it is 
excceding cold in the fall of the year, and in 
the ſummer it is prodigious hot and ſultry. 
The chief bread of that country is made of 
a corn, called Indian corn, it grows about 
the heigh of ours, it makes a ſweet bread 
and very wholeſome ; ; the ſheep are low 
but very ſweet meat, as is alſo that of the 
horned cattle. But my countrymen be wiſe 


and take adyice, let not raſhneſs overcome 


your 
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your ſenſe and drown your reaſon, leſt you 


| © like me, repent when it is too late. 


But I now ſhall relate ſome things that was 


tranſacted in this country before my return to 


Englaud. It was in the year 1767, Auguſt 
the tenth, when there came- into the harbour 
a ſchooner, belonging to Marble-head, in 
New-England, commanded by Captain Doil- 
ber. The above ſchooner came from the 


Straights, loaded with fruits and wine; but my 


maſter who knew the captain, and that he 
was bound to Salem, he ſaid, if I choſe to go 
with him I might, for he ſaid the captain was 
a good man, and would uſe me well, and J 
might have an opportunity of returning home 
to England once more. 5 


T longed to ſee my native country, fo T a- 
greed to leave my old maſter, and go with 
the captain. Now I had but two years more 
of my time by law to ſtay. We failed for 
Salem, September the third, and we cleared 
the land the eleventh day, the twelfth day, 
wind fair and pleaſant weather, nothing re- 
markable. The 13th day we loſt fight of 
what is called High Rock, Now it being too 
tedious for me to relate what is done at ſea, I 
ſhall proceed to give an account of the cap- 
tain, He aſk me why I was ſo willing to 

teave my maſter, I told him I liked my maſter 
| ; very 
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very well, but I rather choſe to go with him- 
The captain was to pay my maſter 30l. for 
my two years ſervice, and then I ſhould be · a 


freeman of that country; he paid the moaeyx 


down and I went with him, 


We took leave of my old maſter and left 


the coaſt, The wind was fair and we plongh- 
ed the ſeas; but O! I muſt relate my parting 
with my brother ſufferer Anthony Atkinfor : 
When he found I was going away he weeped 
bitterly to think that he could not go with me, 
he faid to me, What ſhall I do when you are 
2 I have nobody here to ſpeak to as 


ave to you, But O! my brother, continued 


he, remember to fend me a letter when 
you land, and let me know how you are uſed; 
He then ſtood and wept for fear he ſhould 
never fee me any more, and then claſping his 
hands around my neck kifled me, we then 
parted, and as we both ſuffered for one crime, 
the reader may eafier conceive our grief at 
parting then I can relate it. | 


I ſhall now make ſome remarks on our paſ- 
ſage. We had fair and pleaſant winds moſt 
of our way: We had ſailed fix weeks when 


we made the land of Cape Sable. In this 


country there is very good land, much finer 
and better for Planters than any I had ſeen be- 
fore, 4 we falled along one I E. many of 
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their. ſmall ſloops and ſchooners a - fiſhing. © 
There came a boat on board of us, and atked' 
our captain, from hence we came, he told 
them. It is the cuſtom of that country: to give 
wines as they come from abroad; the floop 
that the boat belon ged to that beanie d us, be- 
longed to Nantuc bet. As we failed along cho 
coaſt there came the owners. of the ſloop on 8 
board of us, and great mirth there was a-- : 
mongſt us, and they complimented the captain 
on a ae paſſage and happy arent at home. 5 
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"Aber our Landing I was:put-a 5 1 
1 liked it very well; I behaved with great 
care. and caution, and liked. my new miſter 
and miſtreſs, with whom I continued in love 
till the expiration of my. time.” But here 1 
wrote a letter to my brother Anthony Atk in- 
fon whom I left at Red djrone-Fort, in Ma plond, 
concerning my. welfare in this part, of the 
world, and to let him know I was bound to 
England the firſt opportunity that offered. I 
| knew he would come to me if he could get a 
paſſage, I accordingly ſent by the captain \ that 
he might come over with him, and my mafter 
| would, ſce him paid, and then we might have 
[ | an opportunity of being together. again. In 
| this fituation I. was happy, waiting for. the 
return of captain Cuimes, belonging to a ſmall

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As I was employed in the fiſhery at this 


ume. for myſelf, J had Javed about: 201, fo 


chat I could pay both our paſſages. This was 
in the year 1770, April 11, that captain Cui- 


mes arrived from Maryland and brought my. 


brother Anthony Atkinſon along with him. 
As ſoon as the news reached my ears I was 
in a tranſport of joy; I ran immediately on 
board to ſee him, he fell upon me for joy and 


wept. Oh! how great was our joys in {mect- 


ing in this country! Who had been thus parted 
for above two. years. . Oh! the love that was 


 kindled in each heart in unſpeakable. I took 


him on ſhore and there we talked over our 
tranſactions ſince our parting, and chearfully 


regaled ourſelves that evening. We likewiſe 
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1 
talked a great deal about our return to Eng- 
And, being very deſirous once more to fee our 
native country. h | | 


1 thall here proceed to give my readers an 


account of the form of the inhabitants marri- 


ages in that country. Their matches are ſoon 


made up; for the young females are very 


careful of their virginity; they ſoon engage 
in a promiſe of wedlock, and the foray, of 
their wedlock is as follows: The young, man 
eomes to the young. woman's father's houſe, 
there he makes known his paſſion and circum- 
Nances, and ff approved of, the girl's father 
gives them houſhold farniture, and the young 
man's parents provides them houſe and land, 
thus they are put forward in the world, and 
their good or bad oconomy determinates their 


future happineſs or miſery. 


Now agreeable to my promiſe, 1 ſhall re- 


late the manner of our return to England. 


There being a brig lying in Be Harbour, 


bound for London, I agreeded with the cap- 


rain for our paſſage, and ꝓaid him ſeven 
nds. We were to fail from Boſton, the 


20th day of May, in the year 1772; batcap- 


tain Jenkinſan not having all ready, we did not 
Fail till the zh hut then having gor all things 
| ' worthy 
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worthy maſter and miſtreſs, who wiſhed us 
well and ſafe to England. 


They came on board with us, and having 
fome influence with the captain, defired he 
would uſe us welt, he accordingly obeyed 


their requeſt. In this happy ſituation we en⸗ 


Joyed much ſatisfaction, thongh longing once 
more, to ſee our native country, and to em- 
brace our friends, for every day now ſeemed 
a weck. In this manner, ſometimes full of 
Joy, at other times fulFof ſorrow, we paſſed 
the time a-wy. 

On the 27th of June we made land, which 
proved to be the e of I/lnte ; Oh, it was z 


raviſhing fight to us, who had been fo Ong 
hed 


abſent. The wind. being fair we ſoon reac 

the Downs, and landed at Dover; there we 
took the ſtage for London, it being the ad day 
of July, in the ycar 1772. At my arrival in 
London, I immediately repaired to my father's 
habitation; but found that he, with my mother 


had removed to Higigate; that they were well 


and in good circumſtances. I went with all 
expedition, and found them at the abovemen- 
tioned place; they were overjoyed to ſee me; 
my aged mother fell a weeping, and cried, 
O my ſon, my fon! My father tenderly em- 
bracing me faid, O my fon! joy fills my 
heart! we will now to our graves in peace and 
N comfort,

comfort, fince the Lord has of his goodneſs 
ſent thee unto us once more. 


After our tears were dried up, I took occa- 
. to relate, as they were able to bear the va- 
rious hardſhips and misfortunes I had gone 
| through abroad, fince my abſence from them, 
| . and from time, to time made them ac- 

uainted with every particular circumſtance 
: that had befallen me. This account ſome- 
i times filled them with joy, and at other times 
| N with ſorrow, ſo I had often a mind to decline 
[ my narrative; but they preſſed me to finiſh it, 
= which I accor dingly did. 
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My dear: and aged parents did not long 
ſurvive theſe tranſports of joy; for it pleaſed 
God to take unto himſelf my father, the 17th 
of January following, in the year 1773, and 
my dear loving mother for grief of loſing ſo 
tender and fo affectionate huſband, ſoon fol- 
lowed him, and left this world, I hope, to 
dwell in bliſs, on the 26th day of Febuaray, 
in the ſame year. Being thus left, and à 
wide world before me, I thought it moſt pru- 
dent to. marry, which I accordingly did, and 
lived happy, having at this time a ſmall family 
and wrote this little book as a Warning to all 
young and old people, to avoid the hardſhips 
e my 88 have fry - h 
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Tr was the difobeying the laws of this. land 
and not regarding its precepts, which con- 
ſtrained rae to leave my native country and 
fuffer the above puniſhment.” O conſider 
this ye that are juſt beginning to break the
